Under 
the three-fourths rule his term would 
have ended next December. 

Goodnow is paroled to William MHay- 
man of New York, traffic manager of 
the Delaware & Lackawana Railroad. 
He will be released next Wednesday. — 

The offense with which Goodnow was 
charged was the appropriation to his 
personal use of three notes aggregating 
$12,000 deposited with him by Almon A. 
Tucker, vice president of the Rosenthal- 
Sloan Millinery Co., to be sold to obtain 
money for the erection of an apartment 
house at 5890 Von Versen avenue. 

Judge Refused to Parole Him. 

Goodnow pleaded guilty April 23, 1916, 
after his attorneys had exhausted every 
means to obtain his discharge on a 
technicality. After entering his plea of 
guilty Goodnow made application to 
Circuit Judge Jones_for a parole, but 
this was denied. 

Goodnow is 36 years old. He entered 
the real estate business in St. Louls 
as an office boy and was one of the 
organizers of the Nicholls-Ritter Realty 
Co., now bankrupt. After the: collapse 
of this company he wént into business 
on this own account. For several years 
he was superintendent of the Fountain 
Park Congregational Church Sunday 
school. ¢

convicted of frauds in connection with 
realty transactions, are still in the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary. 

The disclosure of Frederick’s irregu-

Patrolman William Heitzman, of the 
Page Boulevard District, shot two high- 
waymen who attempted to hold him up 
on Westminster place. near King’s high- 


Way at 12:15 a. m. today. Heitzman, who 
was off duty, was in plain clothes and 
was on his way to his home at 4231 Lee 
avenue. 

The wounded men are Louis Sippel, 22 
years old, of 4227 Ejichelberger avenue 
and Joseph Neubauer, 23, of 2101 North 
Fifteenth street. Both told the police it 
was their first attempt at highway rob- 
bery. They are electricians out of work. 

Nebauer was shot through the right 
lung. The bullet which struck Sippe) 
passed through his left arm and lodged 
in his chest. At the City Hospital it 
was said Neubauer probably would not 
recover. 

Attacked on His Beat. 

Heitzman is 31 years old and has keen 
@ policeman six years. The attempt to 
Waylay him occurred on the beat which 
he walks daily. His hours of duty yes- 
terday ended at 3 p. m. 

The policeman. was-.walking east on 
the south side cf Westminster place, 
200 feet west of King's highway, when 
he saw two men walking toward him. 
Heitzman said that before starting 
home, after -visiting a friend, the 
thought of a possible holdup occurred 
to him and he took his revolver from 
its holster and put it in his right-hand 
trousers pocket. He had his hand on 
the weapon os the men approached 
him. Whea they drew nearer they sep- 
arated, forcing him to pass between 
them, 

One of the men, later identified as 
Sippel, pressed ai revolver against 
Heitsmun’s ‘chest and commanded sim 
to hold up his hands. The oti. or, Neu- 
cauer, alsc had a revolver. He pointed 
it at Heitzman and said: “Hurry up: 
we're not fooling.”” Heitzman knocked 
Sippel’s revolver aside with his left 
hand and, drawing his own weapon 
With his right he fired, wounding 
Neubauer, who ran across the street 
and fell. 

Footpad Fires at Policeman, . 
~ Sippel-fled, pursued by Heit*inan. ‘tr 
the chase ‘to King’s highway and into 
on alley, half a block north, Sippel fired 
three shots at the policeman. Heitz- 
mon slipped and fell when entering the 
alley, but regained his feet and fired 
once at Sippel, who ran into an inter- 
secting alley and escaped. 

Heitzman returned and arrested the 
wounded Neubauer, taking him to the 
city hospital a prisoner. There Ne- 
bauer revealed his name and that of 
his fellow highwayman. 

The police, at 1:30 a. m., received a 
telephone message from Alexian ®roth- 
ers’ Hospital that a wounded man had 
applied for treatment there. The wound- 
ed man at first denied he was Sippel, 
but he admitted it when told Neubeuver 
had confessed. 

Sippel appeared at the home of a 
friend, Harry Niehoff, of 2325 Chippewa 
street, shortly after 1 a. m:, and said 
he had been shot while watching a 
fight between two men and a womun 
as he was returning from St. Louis 
County. He handed his revolver to 
Niehoff and asked him to keep it for 
him. The revolver was found to have 
three empty sheJls, two loaded shells 
and a blank cartridge. Niehoff took 
Sippel to the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital. 

Was to Marry in a Month. 

Sippel told policemen that in a month 
he was to have married Miss May 
Sanky, who he said lived at Twenty- 
ninth and Olive streets. He said he 
and Neubauer became acquainted when 
both were laid off at the Wagner Elec- 
tric Co. plant Aug. 28. Since them they 
had been out of work and had fre- 
quently talked of turning highwaymen. 
Last night he said he had but 12 cents 
and Neubauer‘had seven cents. They 
wanted money for a “good time,’ he 
said, and they decided to go to the 
\.est End and rob someone. 

Neubauer’s revolver, which was found 
beside him as he lay wounded on the 
sidewalk, had no cartridges in it. 

Mrs. Anna Neubauer, mother of the 
wounded highwayman, told the police 
her son left home at 9 p. m. after a 
quarrel with his father, John Neubauer, 
who had objected to his’ going out so 
much at night@ . 

Although Sippel and Neiubauer said 
last night's attempted hold-up was thei- 
first, the police will have them viewed 
by all persons who have been robbed 
by highwaymen recently. 


GERMANY WILL NOT RECOGNIZE 
ANY BELGIAN LOAN IN U, S, 


Bernstorff Tells State Department 
His Government Would Consider 
Transaction “Null and Void.” 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Ambassador 
von Bernstorff today informed the State 
Department that the German Govern- 
ment would consider “null and void" 
any loan to Belgium negotiated in the

Orgy of. Shell Fire

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, Sept. 
16. 1 a. m., via London.—Army officers 
universally are speaking of Friday 4s 
the best day for the British arms since 
the offensive began on the Somme front 
With the exception of July 1, the attack 
begun yesterday morning was the most 
extensive of any in the 10 weeks of the 
battle. For. the first time new armored 
motor cars of ingenious pattern, suit- 
able for crossing trenches and_ shell 
holes, competed with the infantry as the 
British swept down from the ridges to 
the lower ground toward Bapaume, 

At this writing the British are beyond 
the village of Fliers, which they took 
early in the morning, and are establish- 
ing themselves in Martinpuich and Cour- 
celette. 

Germans Fought Hard. 

The slow plodding work of recent 
weeks, which included the taking of 
Ginchy and Guillemont, had for its ob- 
ject control of all the high grouhd from 
the region of Thiepval to. the junction 
with the French on the right. The Ger- 
mans fought hard for, every foot of it. 
Delville, or. Devil’s Wood, High «wood 
and the ribzof earth which the windmill 
crowned beyond Pozieres, have been 
steeped with blood of men fallen there 
in their lorfg stand under the heaviest 
orgy of shell fire in the history of war, 
as experts agree, as German wrestled 
with Briton, not for a piece of farm 
land but for military and human mas- 
tere. 3 

The British push was largely down 
hill. They put behind them. the. high 
ground whose slopes give them shelter 
for their guns and whose crest gives 
them observation for their artillery fire. 

Evidently the Germans did not expect 
the attack, considering that the offen- 
sive-was over and that the British woul! 
settle down for the winter in their new 
and advantageous positions. 

More Guna Than Ever Sefore. 

Never before, probably, have more 
guns been playing over the same length 
of front than along the six miles where 
the British made their advance on July 
1 and where they have continued their 
offensive with phlegmatic and dogged 
persistence. The Germans kept on 
bringing up guns, until now they have 
1000 in this short sector. The Associated 
Press correspondent moving over the re- 
gion of the devastated villages and 
shell-torn earth intersected by new 
rcads, saw on Thursday how enormously 
the British had increased their own ar- 
tillery. 

Sun-tanned and weather-beaten were 
the gunners, after their 10 weeks of 
work. There were lines and clusters 
and parks of guns. Rows of batteries 
were firing with something of the reg- 
ularity of mechanical workmanship of 
the needles of a loom weaving cloth. 
Alongside each other were British and 
French batteries. The gunners of 
neither ally could speak the language of 
the other, yet both were going on with 
their parts according to charted instruc- 
tions. . é, 

At midnight the correspondent again 
walked among the guns which were go- 
ing on with their night shift of gunners,

~ SEES DEFINITE ADVANTAGE 


Constantine: Says Situation Has Changed Some- 
what Since the Bulgars Invaded Macedonia 
_ and the Rumanians Got Into the Conflict.

TATOL, Greéce, Sept.'1, via Paris, 
Sept. 15.—King Constantine received the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
in his summer palace here just previous 
to a visit from the British Minister at 
Athens. The King spoke of the presen: 
situation with the utmost frankness, al- 
though refusing to be directly quoted. 
He said that Greece is ready to join 
the entente allies whenever she can see 
her definite and certain advantage in so 
doing. 

Not Pledged to Anyone. 

The King expressed indignation that it 
dould be thought by anyone, much '>ss 
published, that he is bound by any 
pledge to anyohe not to make war or 
that he has been moved in his course 
hitherto by any reasons save those he 
conceived to be for the greatest good >f 
his country. 

He declared that the situation =p to 
the Bulgarian ,invasion of Greek Mace- 
donia and Rumania’s entry into the 
war had not revealed with sufficient 
certainty the advantages to be gained 
by Greece to compensate for the risks 
and unquestionable cost in lives ani 
property bound to follow Greek partici- 
pation in the war. 

King Constantine referred with partic- 
ular feeling to the fate almost certain 
to overtake more than a million Greeks 
living in Asia Minor and Thrace in the 
event of Greece finding herself engazei 
in hostilities with Turkey and he point- 
ed out that while those who judged 
Greece and himself harshly for what is 
regarded as inaction, they gave no 
thought to the prospect of condemning 
to the lot of the Armenians, Greek 
women and children caught in the toils 
of the Turks. 

Says Greece Is Misunderstood. 

The King said the world regarded 
with callousness, due to ignorance, the 
real situation concerning the attitude >f 
Greece, criticising the country and ths 
Government for bargaining, when the 
Greeks alone could know and estimate 
the frightful cost of a war to Greece. 
He laid stress on the difference betve>° 
Greece’s situation and Rumania’: in 
this respect. 

Quite frankly, the King admitted that 
the presence of Bulgarians in Macedonia 
and Rumania’s entry into the war would 
greatly complicate the situation, consti- 
tuting a new element which might easily 
alter the premises upon which the policy 
of Greece hitherto has been based. 

The King declared that all these new 
elements had to be duly considered | 


in c:anging her position, but he added 
that they now were being thought over, 
and the course of Greece would depend 
on the result of that consideration and 
on nothing else. 

With profound earnestness, King Con- 
stantine stated it was not the moment 


‘to talk of his deciding the fate of Greece, 


nor of the Government deciding, nor 0 
any political party in Greece indicating 
the action the country must take, but, 
as he put it, ‘“‘The hour wilt come when 
we want the voice of the soul of Hellas 
to dictate the future of our race.’ 

The King received the correspondent 
while lying on a sofa in a darkened 
room.

King Constantine Entrusts Work 
to Callagvyeropoulos, Law- 
yer and Bank President. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Athens today indicates that M. 
Callagyeropoulos, summoned to Tatoi by 
King Constantine, has been entrusted 
with the formation of a new cabinet in 
succession to the Zaimis ministry. Cal- 
lagvyeropoulos was a member of the 
Theotokis cabinet and is favorable to 
the entente. He is a lawyer and presi- 
dent of«the Ionian bank. 

Dispatches from Athens say that the 

inability of former Finance Minister 
Dimitracopulos to form* a Cabinet; as 
requested by the King, is believed by 
the Venizelists and anti-Venizelists alike 
to have been due to the belief that he 
intended to build up a personal political 
party.

The Swedish Govern- 
ment, the dispatch says, declares itself 
ready to discuss the interpretation of 
these treaties, but holds that it has the 
right to choose between several lawful 
methods for the maintenance of Swe- 
den's rights and the fulfiliment of her 
obligations.

LLOYD-GEORGE 
EXPLAINS SPEECH ' 
ON CENSORSHIP 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—David Liovd- 
George, British Secretary for War, yes- 
terday gave the Associated Press the 
following statement: 

“There appears to be a deliberate cam- 
paign, set on foot in the United States 
by German agents, to throw doubt on 
the good faith of his majesty’s Govern- 
ent in regard to the use of information 
obtained through the censorship. 

“These German agents, with whose 
underground methods of working we are 
quite familiar, appear now to have 
resurrected my statement in the House 
of Commons on Aug. 8, although that 
statement was fully explained by Lord 
Recbert Cecil, Minister of War Trade, 
ov Aug. 9, and most explicit assurances 
on the same SUwj... Were given by him 
in a later interview on Aug. 25. 

“In spite of this, these propagandists 
are trying to dress out my statement 
as somethiing new, nullifying Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil’s assurances which followed it. 
I.et me now say on behalf of the mili- 
tary authorities what has already been 
said on behalf of the foreign office— 
that when information is passed on. by 
the censorship to other departments it 
is for the sole purpose of guiding the 
action of' the Government in the con- 
duct of the war. 

“For instance, whén we get informa- 
tion that an American firm to whom the 
foreign office has given a permit for 
the export of certain goods that had 
been paid for before the war, is using 
that permit fraudulently, as frequently 
has been the case, we pass the informa- 
tion on to the foreign office in order 
that they may cancel the permit. 

“Again, when we find that a neutral 
fxm is using British banking facilities 
for the purpose of trading with our 
enemies and is deceiving the British 
banks in question as to the real purposes 
of the transaction, we pass that in- 
formation on to the proper department 
im Order that they may refuse to license 
the transaction. Or, again, if we Jearn 
that a shipment of contraband, osten- 
cibly from-one neutral firm to another, 
is really destined for the enemy, we see 
that the Contraband Committee gets 
that information. 

‘That, frankly stated, is what we do. 
But we affirm, and chailenge anyone 
to deny it, that honest business inter- 
ests and trade secrets of an American 
merchant or manufacturer are as safe 
in the hands of the military censors and 
of every other Government department, 
as they are in the hands of the Ameri- 
can postoffice.”’ 


In the House of Sitesi Aug. 8, 
liovd-George, in answer to questions 
eoneerning the use made of a liett«r 
written by a neutral manufacturer and 
examined by the miWNtary censor, said, 
according to the London Times’ report 
of the debate, that the letter in ques- 
tion was not stopped in the sense*that 
it was not allowed to proceed to its 
destination.

THE WAGE ISSUE. 

The Republican Publicity Association has made 
a wonderful discovery. It has discovered that 
the people must pay for wage increases. It pur- 
poses making a slogan of the fact and thus em- 
barrassing President Wilson on account of the 
Adamson law. 

This discovery equals Roosevelt’s discovery of 
the Ten Commandments. As a political slogan 
it will rank with Newton’s law of gravitation or | 
the statement that twice two is four. 

Let us go deeper than this slogan. The people, 
that is the consumers as a whole, not only pay 
wages, but salaries, cost of maintenance, opera- 
tion, waste, profits, graft, loot, everything that 
enters into railroad rates or prices of commodi- 
ties. 

In the case of railroads the people pay for 
extra expense and all the plundering devices that 
financial pirates and grafting officials have piled 
on the railroads. 

In the case of monopolies the people pay for 
excessive profits. | 

In the case of protective tariffs the people pay 
for all the vast wealth accumulated by their 
beneficiaries. EXvery cent added to the price of 


pockets of the people. 

The people support lobbies and pay campaign 
slush funds. 

The least burdensome of all these costs that 
the people bear are the wages of labor. Good 
wages are the foundation of good order, social 
progress and business prosperity. The difference 
between good wages and bad wages is the dif- 
ference between a contented, progressive, pros- 
perous people and a discontented, disorganized, 
poverty-stricken and oppressed people. Good 
wages and fatr working hours spell efficiency in 
production and quick, profitable marketing of 
goods. Low wages and excessive hours of labor 
spell inefficiency and disaster. No society, no 
nation can be permanently prosperous with ill/ 
paid, overworked labor. A few -.persons may be- 
come inordinately wealthy, but the masses be- 
come impoverished in mind, body and purse; the 
end is chaos. 

The logic of the statement that the people pay 
for increases of wages used as a political slogan 
is that wages must not be increased ; wages must 
be kept at the lowest point in order that the 
cost to the people may be the least possible. 
This means cheap labor and.cheap goods—pauper 
labor and rotten goods and rotten service. It 
means a lower standard of living. 

We do not now call attention to the incon- 
sistency on the part of Republicans who ad- 
vocated protection to keep up American wages 
and the American standard of living, in attack- 
ing the Wilson administration for raising the 
standard of living for railroad employes: that 
is another point. We merely say that if the 
Republicans want to make the issue in favor of 
low wages and long hours in railroading and 
other occupations let them go to it. It is a 
fundamental issue upon which the welfare of 
the people and permanence of the republic rests. 
Let it be fought to a finish. It will decide 
whether the republic exists for the benefit of 
a favored few or the whole body of citizenship. 
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The best new thing in education is the School 
for American Citizenship.

By the same token, the selling of a paper that 
advertised chisels might subject the newsboy to 
prosecution for burglary or safe blowing. 

By the same token Georgia might suppress 
every bit of news from the unsanctified universe 
fret outside of that blessed State. 

Not to think, as well as not to drink, is the ob- 
ject which prohibition appears perfectly ‘to have 
attained in Georgia. 
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A QUESTION OF JUVENILE DELINQUENCY. 

If we were the caddy who was convicted of 
“delinquency” in the Clayton Juvenile Court be- 
cause he called Judge William T. Jones a “short 
sport” (the Judge having rewarded him with a 
nickel for wading into a lake and recovering 
three balls, when the caddy wanted 15 cents, or 
5 cents per ball), we. would appeal the case and 
let a jury decide which was the more delin- 
quent. 

If a juvenile might be tried by a jury of his 
peers, as propriety and constitutional principles 
would seem to warrant, then this purely juvenile 
issue would be safe with 12 small boys, we think. 

At the risk to ourselves of punishment for con- 
tempt by the Juvenile Court, we make bold to 
point out some few truths that ought to be self- 
evident—one of which is that this is a country of 
free speech, especially on the golf links, where a]- 
most licentious language obtains among -many 
adult golfers. Furthermore, if a caddy is deprived 
of even a retort he is shorn of his only weapon 
against a grown man. 

There was a nice legal and technical point in- 
volved in the Judge’s refusal to allow the caddy 
more than 5 cents, for the ‘reason that club rules 
prescribed 5 cents for water recoveries and the 
additional reason that the boy had no right on 
the grounds, having been discharged. By paying 
the boy 5 cents did not the Judge recognize his 
right to be on the grounds and wasn’t the Judge 
estopped from objection to the boy's right? 

Wholly apart from the question of the munifi- 
cence or adequacy of the reward and aside from
